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Shortage of Court Parking Space 
Continues To Plague City Council 


The perennial problem of parking space in the courts for GHI 
home owners again took much of the city council’s time at the 
regular meeting of Monday, Aug. 11. 

Two separate issues brought the matter before the council, 
a petition by 2 court Westway for a resurfaced and enlarged park- 


ing area, and a move initiated by 
Councilman Ben Goldfaden to re- 
move from a city ordinance the im- 
plication that residents of a court 
are required to pay a dollar a year 
for a parking space when the court 
parking area has been lined off. 

The council quickly approved the 
request of the Westway court to 
repair and resurface completely 
with black top the court parking 
area, which has been in bad shape 
for some time. The council au- 
thorized City Manager Charles Mc- 
Donald to spend the approximately 
$170 he roughly estimated it would 
cost, 


The council also dfrected the 
manager to approach Graenbit 
Homes Ine. (who own the land but 
have dedicated the tourt park- 
ing areas to the city) for permis- 
sion to enlarge the court area, The 
residents reported that a few peo- 
Ple own as many as three cars 
but that presently there are only 
ten spaces for the ten units in the 
court. 

In a side issue, the Westway 
petitioners complained that people 
in the area, especially from other 
courts, are depositing trash and 
old pieces of furniture near the en- 
trance to the court because it seems 
to be a fonvenient place. This 
practice is making the court en- 
vironment extremely unsightly. The 
council and the manager pointed 
out that no direct action can be 
taken unless a complaint is register- 
ed against the guilty parties. If 
the police see that trash is piled 
up in a court, they will sometimes 
distrioute warnings to all the resi- 
dents. 

Returning to the parking prob- 
lem, the council challenged City 
Manager McDonald’s interpretation 
of the ordinance on court parking. 
He claimed that the wording 
clearly indicated to him that it was 
mandatory for residents to pur- 
chase parking permits after spaces 
were lined off. He quoted the words 
that permits “shall be issued,” 
which he said made it mandatory. 

The council admitted that this 
wording might be subject to such 
interpretation and_ insisted that 
wording be added which clearly 


made it optional for a resident to : 


purchase a permit. Both Goldfaden 
and Mayor Tom Canning argued 
strongly that it was not proper 
to require a resident to pay for 
parking in his.own court area. They 
felt that spaces not purchased 
could be left open for visitors or 
non-paying residents who would 
not then have a guaranteed parking 
Space and would have to take their 
chances. 

McDonald strongly opposed such 
an arrangement as unfair to pay- 
ing parkers. He cited one case of 2 
non-parking man who works in 
the city gets home earlier than 
other residents, and could always 
get a free space. The council felt 
that this situation was his good luck 
and that there would be other times 
when he would find himself out of 
luck. The members said they would 
show no sympathy to him or others 
like him if they complained about 
lack of parking space. The manager 
was directed to prepare an amend- 
ment to the ordinance making it 
optional. 

“Hot Rods” on Lakeside 

In other matters, the council 
heard a letter signed by Bernard 
Sisco, president of Lakeside Home 
Owners, in which he reported that 
a recent board meeting of the group 
took up the matter of teenagers

using Lakeside Dr. as a raceway 
for their “hot rods,” especially in 
the small hours of the morning. 
The letter charged that the city 
police were not coopeyating or 
making a real attempt to arrest the 
offenders. 


However, Chief of Police Jim 
Williams said that at least one 
complaint in the letter was a three- 
year-old case and that the reports 
of wild teenage racing games, such 
as “chicken,” wre exaggerated. 
He said only one complaint has been 
registered since the first of Jan., 
and the police caught the offend- 
ers. Chief Williams said that he 
had discussed the matter with Sis- 


co, who volunteered to withdraw 


the letter. 


Councilman Goldfaden reported 
that he knew about several cases 
of teenage racing, especially on the 
straightaway at the end of Lake- 
side Dr. He said there was an oc- 
currence as late as last Sunday, but 
that in none of these cases has 
there been a complaint to the pol- 
ice. He said he urged the people 
who had been bothered to cal] the 
police if they expected action to he 
taken. Chief Williams pointed out 
that it would be easy to catch the 
racers, since Lakeside is a dead end 
and they have to run around and 
come back out. 


Nursery School Request 

The Greenbelt Cooperative Nurs- 
ery School presented a request to 
the city council that it be given 
Space in the proposed new youth 
center building for nursery school 
quarters. Representatives of the 
nursery school, who said that the 
school may eventually have to close 
down for lack of space, said they 
only wanted the use of a room dur- 
ing the morning hours when the 
youth center would not be in use. 
They planned to pay rent for the 
room. 


The ccuneil noted not even initial 
sketches have yet been prepared 
by the architects for the youth 
center. This next step is waiting on 
a decision by the council on the 
exact site of the building. However, 
the nursery school was told it 
would be given consideration, al- 
though some members of the coun- 
cil indicated that this may lead 
to the question as to whether the 
use of the building’ should be con- 
fined to youth activities or planned 
for general use by the community. 


Disapprove Signs 


The council was in a mood to 
deplore signs at this meeting. Two 
drew the councilmen’s’ ire—the 
new huge sign over the entrance of 
the Greenbelt National Guard arm- 
ory and two large signs advertis- 
ing a Greenbelt apartment building. 

In the first case, the council or- 
dered a protest to.the armory. In 
the second case, McDonald reported 
that the building inspector, who 
had issued a permit for them, had 
finally come around to see them 
and was going to order them taken 
down.

Of Placing Signs Soon

Progress is being made, Presi- 
dent Donn C. Liston of the Green- 
belt Businessmen’s Association re- 
ported at the group’s meeting this 
week, on getting signs posted out- 
side of Greenbelt to advertise the 
presence of the Greenbelt shopping 
center.

Weatherman Wanted 


Greenbelt’s official weather sta- 
tion is scheduled to be closed on 
Sept. 1, unless some public spirited 
citizen volunteers his services soon. 
Bill Klein, who has been taking 


daily weather observations in 
Greenbelt for the past ten years, is 
planning to move out of this area 
in Sept., and he is looking for some- 
ene to take his place as a coopera- 
tive observer. 

The Greenbelt station is one of 
several thousand maintained by the 
United States Weather Bureau in 
all parts of the country. The data 
obtained from this network of 
stations comprises a valuable part 
of the nation’s climatological re- 
cord because of the fact that atmos- 
pheric conditions may differ mark- 
edly over short distances, 

Observations of temperature and 
precipitation are taken once a day 
and summarized at the end of each 
month. The job requires about five 
minutes a day, pays no salary, and 
can, be handled by any responsible 
adult. Although the Greenbelt sta- 
tion is now located on Ridge be- 
tween Northway and Plateau, it 
can be moved to any open location 
convenient to the observer. If inter- 
ested, call Mr. Klein at GR.

1 teaspoon salt Seven Minute Frosting— 
1/2 cup shortening Tinted Coconut . 


* With butter or margarine, use 1 cup milk. With vegetable sho-t- 
ening use 1 cup plus 2 tablespoons milk. 

Sift flour once, measure, add baking powder and salt, and sift 
together three times. Cream shortening, add sugar gradually, and 
cream together until light and fluffy. Add eggs, one at:a time, beat- 
ing thoroughly after each. Then add flour mixture, alternately with 
milk, a small amount at a time, beating after each addition until 
smooth. Add vanilla and blend. 

Pour batter into two round 9-inch layer pans, 1-1/2 inches deep; 
which have been lined on bottoms with paper. Bake in moderate 
oven (875°F.) 25 to 30 minutes. 


Seven Minute Frosting 


2 egg whites, unbeaten 1/3 cup water 
1-1/2 cups sugar 2 teaspoons light corn syrup 
Dash of salt 1 teaspoon vanilla 


Combine egg whites, sugar, salt, water, and corn syrup in top 
of double boiler. Beat about 1 minute, or until thoroughly mixed. 
Then place over boiling water and beat constantly with sturdy egg 
beater (or at high speed of electric beater) ‘7 minutes, or until 
frosting will stand in stiff peaks. (Stir frosting up from bottoms 
and sides of pan occasionally with rubber scraper or spoon.) 

Remove from boiling water. For a very smooth and satiny frost- 
ing, pour at once into a large bowl for final beating. Then add va- 
nilla and beat-1 minute, or until thick enough to spread. Makes 
4-1/2-cups frosting or enough to cover tops and sides of 2 9-inch 
layers. Sprinkle sides of cake with coconut tinted pink or green. 
Use pink or green lettering and candles, if desired. 

Tinted Coconut. Place 1 teaspoon milk or water in bowl. Add few 
Grops of pink or green coloring and mix well. Add coconut (1 3-1/2 
oz. can angel flake coconut), toss with fork until coconut is tinted 
throughout.
